Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

.  1  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  health 

and  sanitary  conditions  of  this  Borough,  for  the  year  1948. 

Whilst  more  comprehensive  details  are  given  throughout  the  pages 
of  this  report,  I  wish  to  draw  your  attention  to  certain  of  the  main 
features  of  the  vital  statistics  of  the  Borough. 

The  birth  rate  of  19.54  per  thousand  of  the  population  shows  a 
decrease  against  that  of  1947  (22.02).  The  death  rate  has  increased 
from  11.86  per  thousand  of  the  population  in  1947  to  12.11  in  1948. 

Notifications  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  showed  a  slight  decrease, 
there  being  97  cases  in  1948,  as  against  100  in  1947. 

At  December,  1948,  approximately  71%  of  the  child  population 
of  the  Borough  had  been  immunised  against  diphtheria,  this  being  a 
similar  percentage  to  that  of  1947. 

The  most  notable  administrative  feature  of  the  year  under  review, 
was  the  introduction  of  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946,  which  became  operative  on  the  5th  July,  1948. 

From  that  date,  services  previously  administered  by  the  Local 
Authority,  but  scheduled  to  be  transferred  to  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  namely,  Preston  Hospital,  Moor  Park  I.D.  Hospital,  the  Frater 
Maternity  Home,  the  Venereal  Diseases  and  Tuberculosis  Services, 
continued  to  be  administered  for  varying  periods  by  the  Local  Authority, 
on  ari  agency  basis. 

Duties  delegated  to  the  Council  as  a  Local  Flealth  Authority,  in 
respect  of  the  provision  of  the  services  included  in  Parts  III  and 
of  the  Act,  were  discharged  with  little  or  no  difficulty,  principally  through 
modification  and  extension  of  services  which  had  existed  previously. 

Routine  sanitary  inspection  has  been  maintained  throughout  the 
year,  as  will  be  seen  from  a  study  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
report,  commencing  at  page  31. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
thanks  to  the  Chairrfian  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  to 
all  members  of  my  staff,  for  their  valuable  support  and  keen  interest 
taken  in  the  general  administration  of  the  Department.

BLIND  PERSONS. 

The  total  number  of  blind  persons  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  143.  Under  Section  176  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
for  the  prevention  of  blindness  and  for  the  treatment  of  eye  diseases  or 
injury,  23  primary  examinations  were  carried  out,  15  of  these  cases 
were  found  to  be  blind  within  the  meaning  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act  and 
5  were  found  to  be  not  blind.  3  cases  were  registered  as  Partially

HEALTH  CENTRES  (Sec.  21). 

Little  or  no  progress  was  made  during  1948  in  connection  with  the 
provision  of  Health  Centres.  It  is  anticipated  that  early  in  1949  sites 
may  be  ear-marked  for  the  erection  of  one  main  and  3  subsidiary  Health 
Centres. 

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN  (Sec.  22). 

Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers  and  Illegitimate  Infants 
and  other  Children. 

Under  the  above  provisions,  the  following  work  was  done  during 
the  year.

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CHILD  WELFARE. 

Tliree  Sessions  are  held  weekly  at  the  Public  Health  Department 
Central  Clinic  for  the  weighing  of  children  and  consultations  with  mothers 
concerning  the  child's  health  and  feeding. 

In  December,  1947,  a  subsidiary  clinic  was  opened  at  the  Meadow 
Well  School  to  serve  the  western  districts  of  the  Borough  and  in  1948 
a  similar  clinic  was  opened  at  Y.M.C.A.  Buildings,  Cullercoats,  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  eastern  parts  of  the  Borough. 

One  weekly  session  is  held  at  these  latter  clinics. 

CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS. 

The  number  of  resident  premature  babies  (i.e.  babies  weighing 
5.^-  lbs.  or  less  at  birth,  irrespective  of  period  of  gestation)  notified  during 
1948  was  32,  and  of  this  figure  6  were  born  at  home  and  26  in  hospital 
or  nursing  home.  The  number  of  those  premature  babies  born  at  home 
who  were  nursed  entirely  at  home  was  6,  and  of  these,  5  had  still  survived 
at  the  end  of  one  month.  Of  the  26  born  in  hospital  or  nursing  home, 
5  died  within  24  hours  and  17  survived  at  the  end  of  one  month. 

CARE  OF  ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN. 

As  in  previous  3^ears  special  attention  has  been  given  by  the  Health 
\hsiting  staff  to  the  close  supervision  of  this  class  of  children.  In  addition 
the  Visitor  of  the  Tynemouth  Moral  Welfare  Association  has  devoted 
much  time  to  the  surveillance  of  homes  where  there  are  illegitimate 
children.  (See  also  under  Tynemouth  Moral  Welfare  Association  on 
Page  16. 

PROMOTION  OF  CLEANLINESS  AMONGST  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  School 
Nurses  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  Scabies  and  of  verminous  conditions. 
Much  work  relating  to  disinfestation  of  children  is  carried  out  regularly 
at  both  the  Schools  Clinic  and  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres.

NURSERY  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  two  Nursery  Schools  in  the  Borough,  administered  by 
voluntary  committees.  Both  schools  have  places  for  80  children. 

A  war-time  Day  Nursery  which  was  opened  in  1943  and  which  has 
accommodation  for  36  pre-school  children  has  been  utilised  to  capacity 
throughout  the  year.  Daily  average  attendances  30.  Dr.  Margaret 
B.  Steel,  the  M.  and  C.W.  Medical  Officer,  acts  as  Honorary  Medical 
Advisor  to  the  three  establishments. 

REPORT  BY  R.  W.  ESSENHIGH,  SENIOR  SCHOOL  DENTAL  OFFICER, 

ON  THE  DENTAL  TREATMENT  PROVIDED  FOR  EXPECTANT 

AND  NURSING  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN  DURING 

1948. 

The  School  Dental  Service  in  the  County  Borough  of  Tynero.outh 
has  the  services  at  present  of  one  full-time  School  Dental  Officer  who  is 
responsible  for  the  inspection  and  treatment  of  8,700  school  children 

The  appointment  of  an  Assistant  Dental  Surgeon  is  pending  and  at 
present  a  special  session  is  being  held  each  Monday  afternoon  at  the 
Public  Health  Department,  North  Shields,  where  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  and  pre-school  children  are  examined. 

(1)  Where  dental  treatment  is  required  for  the  adult  patients  a 
letter  is  given  to  be  presented  to  any  private  dental  practitioner  request¬ 
ing  immediate  treatment.  V/here  gross  caries  is  found  in  pre-school 
children,  clinical  treatment  may  be  provided  by  the  School  Dental 
Service, 
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(2)  Since  this  special  inspection  session  was  instituted  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  1948 

(a)  18  expectant  mothers  have  been  examined. 

17  expectant  mothers  required  dental  treatment. 

(c)  16  expectant  mothers  were  referred  to  private  practitioners

(3)  In  co-operation  with  the  Physiology  Department  of  the  Medical 
School,  King’s  College,  Newcastle  upon  Tyne,  research  work  has  been 
carried  out  for  some  considerable  time  into  the  incidence  of  dental  caries 
in  the  Tynemouth  area. 

Large  numbers  of  specimens  of  extracted  teeth  are  forwarded  at 
regular  intervals  to  the  Physiolog}^  laboratory  at  Newcastle  and  visits 
have  been  made  by  the  research  workers  to  the  Borough  of  Tynemouth, 
where  specimens  of  saliva  have  been  obtained  for  experimental  purposes. 

ULTRA-VIOLET  LIGHT  CLINICS. 

Clinics  are  held  twice  each  week  at  the  Public  Health  Department 
Conditions  treated  during  the  past  3/ear  were.  Rickets  5  ;  Debilit}^  and 
Anaemia  18  ;  Other  Causes  12  ;  a  total  of  35  cases,  who  made  709 
attendances. 

MILK  (MOTHERS  AND  CHILDREN)  ORDER. 

A  Dried  Milk  Depot,  administered  by  the  Local  Authority,  and 
assisted  by  Voluntar}/  MMrkers,  is  in  operation,  and  provides  for  necessitous 
pregnant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  children  under  1  year  of  age.  During 
the  year  a  total  of  19,756  lbs.  of  Dried  Milk  was  distributed  at  cost  price. 

The  total  amount  expended  b\^  the  Local  Authority  on  the  purchase 
of  Dried  Milk  during  the  year  was  £2,123.  18s.  Od.  In  addition  under 
the  National  Dried  Milk  .Sciieme  40,144-20  oz.  tins  were  distributed. 

12,473  bottles  of  Cod  Liver  Oil,  38,741  bottles  of  Orange  Juice  and 
3,684  ])ackets  of  ('od  Liver  Oil  (Japsules,  were  also  distributed. 

MIDWIFERY  (Sec.  23). 

MUNICIPAL  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE. 

This  scheme,  instituted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Midwives  Act,  1936,  has  continued  to  give  satisfactory  service  through¬ 
out  the  period  under  review,  during  w'hich  time  417  births  were  attended 
b}^  Municipal  Midwives. 

The  daily  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  held  at  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  at  which  the  Municipal  Midwives  attend  on  set  dav^s  for  the  con¬ 
venience  of  their  owui  patients,  were  well  attended,  and  a  total  of  498 
cases  were  examined.  Abnormalities  found  to  be  present  in  the 
condition  of  a  patient  are  immediately  reported  b^"  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer  to  the  patient’s  own  medical  practitioner, 
and  during  1948  there  were  15  such  cases,

MEDICAL  AID. 

In  accordance  with  regulations  of  the  Central  Midwives'  Board, 
Medical  Aid  was  summoned  in  154  cases,  127  for  the  Mother,  and  27 
for  the  Child. 

ANALGESIA. 

During  the  year,  training  courses  in  the  administration  of  Gas  and 
Air  Analgesia  were  arranged  in  co-operation  with  the  Obstetrics  and 
Gynaecology  Department  of  the  Newcastle  General  Hospital  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  4  of  the  8  Municipal  Midwives  had  become  qualified 
to  administer  analgesia. 

The  balance  of  the  midwifery  staff  will  have  completed  their  training 
early  in  1949. 

As  the  necessary  apparatus  was  not  available  until  late  in  the  year 
no  patients  had  analgesia  administered  by  the  Municipal  Midwives  in 
1948. 

Full  details  of  the  scheme  will  be  set  out  in  my  report  for  1949, 
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NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS. 

A  total  of  1,866  births  including  non-residents  were  registered  during 
the  year  (1,805  live  and  61  stillbirths). 

5  births  were  not  notified,  but  immediately  on  the  requirements 
of  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  being  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
persons  concerned,  these  were  officially  intimated. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

During  the  year  5  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  occurred  in  domiciliary 
confinements  and  3  in  institutions. 

POST-NATAL  CLINICS. 

No  special  Post-Natal  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  as  patients  prefer  to  attend  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  held  three 
times  per  week,  during  the  afternoon,  when  they  attend  with  their 
children.  Opportunity  has  been  given  during  the  past  year  for  mothers 
to  make  Post-Natal  enquiries  at  these  afternoon  sessions,  and  a  fair 
average  of  cases  have  been  examined,  and  advice  given.

Act,  1946,  the  nursing  staff  of  the  local  Voluntary  Nursing  Association 
was  transferred  to  the  Local  Health  Authority  as  from  the  appointed 
day,  i.e.  5th  July,  1948. 

Six  whole  time  district  nurses  are  now  under  the  direct  control 
of  the  newly  appointed  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer,  who  is  a  member 
of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  All  requests  for  the 
services  of  a  district  nurse  must  be  supported  by  a  certificate  from  the 
patient’s  own  doctor. 

During  the  period  5th  July,  1948,  to  31st  December,  1948,  the 
district  nurses  paid  8,433  visits  to  220  patients. 

Loan  equipment,  in  the  form  of  bed  pans,  back  rests,  air  cushions, 
etc.,  are  available  free  of  charge  and  considerable  use  of  this  service 
has  been  made  by  patients. 
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The  transfer  mentioned  above  was  effected  \^ery  smoothly  v/itli 
the  willing  co-operation  of  the  nurses  and  officials  of  the  Voluntary 
Nursing  Association  and  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  place  on  record 
a  tribute  to  the  work  of  the  staff  of  the  Voluntary  Nursing  Association 
which  had  been  carried  on  with  good  effect  and  appreciated  by  members 
of  the  general  public  for  very  many  years. 


VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION  (Sec.  26). 

During  the  year  1947,  729  vaccinations  were  carried  out  successfully. 
During  the  period  1st  January  to  4th  July,  1948,  237  successful  vaccina¬

IMMUNISATION. 

The  scheme  for  the  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  of  the  child 
population,  has  been  well  supported  by  parents. 

Scholars  are  immunised  at  the  schools  and  at  the  Schools  Clinic, 
whilst  Pre-School  children  are  immunised  at  the  Central  Maternit}/ 
and  Child  Welfare  Centre.  A  total  of  937  children  were  immunised 
under  the  scheme  during  the  year,  71  of  which  were  School  Children, 
and  866  Pre-School  Children.  140  children  of  all  ages  were  given  rein¬ 
forcing  injections. 

Included  in  these  figures  are  93  children  immunised,  and  16  children 
who  received  reinforcing  injections,  by  general  practitioners.

AMBULANCE  SERVICES  (Sec.  27). 

Prior  to  5th  July,  1948,  ambulances  were  operated  by  Tynemouth 
Police,  the  Public  Health  Department  and  Preston  Hospital,  but  on 
the  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  proposals 
made  by  the  Local  Health  Authority,  and  which  were  approved  by  the 
Minister  of  Health,  permitted  the  Borough’s  Ambulance  Service  to  be 
incorporated  with  the  Fire  Service  and  this  arrangement  has  proved 
satisfactory.

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PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE  (Sec.  28). 

Mr.  H.  W.  Welch,  the  Hon.  Financial  Secretary  of  the  Tynemouth 
Care  Committee  reports  that  during  the  year  1948,  the  number  of  cases 
assisted  was  18.  Of  this  number  14  were  granted  extra  nourishment, 
consisting  of  special  quantities  of  milk,  to  approved  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 
The  other  4  cases  were  supplied  with  surgical  appliances. 

Grateful  thanks  are  expressed  to  the  Employees  of  the  Newcastle 
and  Gateshead  Gas  Co.,  and  the  Employees  of  Messrs.  Smith's  Dock  Co. 
(Hospital  Committee)  and  Tynemouth  Civil  Defence  Choir,  for  donations. 

In  September,  a  very  successful  motor  bus  outing  to  Rothbury  was 
held  for  the  benefit  of  tuberculous  patients  at  Moor  Park  Hospital. 

DOMESTIC  HELP  (Sec.  29). 

This  scheme  did  not  become  operative  until  very  late  in  the  year, 
and  by  31st  December,  1948,  only  1  part-time  helper  was  employed 
and  1  case  had  been  assisted.  Full  details  of  the  working  of  the  scheme 
will  be  included  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1949.

Three  Duly  Authorised  Officers,  who  were  established  members 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  staff  before  their  appointment 
as  Duly  Authorised  Officers  on  the  5th  July,  1948. 

Co-ordination  with  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  Hospital  Management 
Committee  (joint  use  of  Officers). 

G.  McCoull,  O.B.E.,  V.R.D.,  M.D.,  Medical  Superintendent  of 
Prudhoe  and  Monkton  Mental  Deficiency  Hospital  conducts  a  Mental 
Deficiency  Clinic  once  a  month  at  the  Tynemouth  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment. 
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Patients  on  Licence  in  Tynemouth  from  Prudhoe  amd  Monkton 
Hospital  are  supervised  by  Tynemouth's  Mental  Welfare  Investigation 
Officer. 

Duties  Delegated  to  Voluntary  Associations. 

After-care  visiting  of  patients  on  trial  and  discharged  from  mental 
hospitals,  is  carried  out,  by  arrangement,  by  Officers  of  the  National 
Association  for  Mental  Health. 

Training  of  Mental  Health  Workers. 

No  special  arrangements  have  yet  been  initiated  for  the  further 
training  of  Mental  Health  Workers. 

Work  Undertaken  in  the  Community  under  Section  28  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

The  establishment  of  an  occupational  training  centre  has  not  yet 
been  considered.  Friendly  and  statutory  supervision  of  defectives  in 
the  community  is  carried  out  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Investigation  Officer 
who  assists  defectives  to  obtain  suitable  employment. 


LUNACY  AND  MENTAL  TREATMENT  ACTS. 

On  5th  July,  1948,  the  duties  of  Relieving  Officers  were  transferred 
to  the  National  Assistance  Board,  with  the  exception  of  that  part  of 
their  duties  relating  to  the  initial  proceedings  required  to  be  carried  out 
under  the  above  Acts. 

In  order  to  ensure  continuity  of  the  service  for  the  care  of  persons 
of  unsound  mind,  three  Duly  Authorised  Officers  were  appointed  to 
carry  out  the  initial  proceedings  referred  to  ;  (he.  the  admission  of 
mental  patients  to  a  mental  hospital  or  a  place  of  safety. 

Three  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  were 
appointed  to  carry  out  the  statutory  duties  of  Duly  Authorised  Officers, 
in  addition  to  their  normal  duties.  They  are  Mr.  W.  R.  Miller,  Chief 
Clerk,  Mr.  B.  O.  Blagburn,  Clerk  and  Miss  M.  A.  Hey,  Superintendent 
Nursing  Officer. 

Miss  Hey  acts  only  in  an 'emergency,  and  the  major  part  of  the  work 
is  carried  out  by  the  two  male  members  of  the  staff.

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Out  of  the  total  of  54  cases  dealt  with,  53  w'ere  admitted  directly 
to  Preston  Hospital,  and  1  was  admitted  directl}'  to  St.  George's  Mental 
Hospital,  Morpeth. 

Of  the  53  cases  admitted  to  Preston  Hospital,  35  were  certified 
by  the  medical  staff  of  the  Hospital  and  transferred  therefrom  to  St. 
George's  Hospital,  7  were  discharged  home,  2  w^ere  transferred  to  Part 
III  Accommodation  (National  Assistance  Act,  1946),  and  9  were  retained 
as  hospital  patients. 

In  the  majority  of  the  cases,  the  Duly  Authorised  Officers  have 
found  it  necessary  to  visit  the  patients'  homes,  seeking  information 
regarding  the  patient,  and  they  have  on  practically  all  occasions  given 
advice  and  guidance  to  the  relatives. 

Work  Undertaken  in  the  Community  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts, 

1913—1938. 

Ascertainment  is  carried  out  in  co-operation  wdth  Tynemouth 
Education  Authority  and  general  practitioners.  New^  cases  are  referred 
to  Dr.  McCoull  for  specialist  diagnosis.  The  number  of  defectives  av/aiting 
vacancies  in  in.stitutions  at  the  end  of  the  year  w^as  8. 

10  cases  w^ere  ascertained  as  “subject  to  be  dealt  with"  and  8  others 
were  reported,  but  were  found  on  investigation  “as  not  subject  to  be 
dealt  with". 

3  patients  were  under  guardianship  during  the  year  and  1 1 1  w’ere 
under  supervision.  Supervision  is  carried  out  by  the  Mental  Welfare 
Investigation  Officer.  No  scheme  for  the  Domiciliary  training  of  Mental 
Defectives  is  in  operation.

I  feel  that  the  Clinic  serves  a  useful  function,  for  quite  apart  from 
the  patients,  I  am  enabled  to  see  and  get  to  know  the  parents  of  patients 
who  later  are  admitted  to  Prudlioe.  Where  they  are  difficult  and 
antagonistic  towards  the  idea  of  their  relative’s  admission,  I  have  found 
that  a  preliminary  visit  and  a  conducted  tour  by  myself  appears  to 
solve  all  their  fears. 

Where  patients  are  unable  to  obtain  a  vacancy  and  also  in  the 
case  of  Licence  patients,  advice  is  given,  and  the  fact  that  the  Clinic 
gives  me  this  opportunity  to  keep  in  touch  with  both  these  types  of 
patient  is  important.”

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WATER. 

The  water  supply  for  domestic  and  general  use  in  the  County 
Borough  of  lYnemouth  is  provided  by  the  Local  Authority's  Water 
Undertaking  which  is  also  responsible  for  the  furnishing  of  water  supplies 
to  several  other  areas  in  South  East  Northumberland. 

The  water  is  derived  from  two  principal  sources,  namely,  an  upland 
moorland  catchment  area  and  from  springs.  Surface  water  constitutes 
approximately  75%  of  tlie  total  quantity,  the  remaining  25%  being  of 
spring  origin.  Both  of  these  sources  are  situated  approximately  25 
miles  from  the  Borough.  The  Surface  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated 
at  the  works  adjacent  to  the  impounding  reservoir.  The  supply  is  then 
joined  by  the  spring  water  some  eight  miles  from  the  works. 

The  supply  is  distributed  to  the  town  from  five  service  reservoirs. 
Of  these,  three  are  covered,  and  two  uncovered.  Secondary  chlorina¬ 
tion  is  carried  out  at  both  of  the  open  service  reservoirs. 

In  recent  years,  it  has  become  progressively  more  evident  that  the 
increased  consumption  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  Corporation’s  under¬ 
taking,  occasioned  by  the  erection  of  a  large  number  of  new  houses  in 
the  area  and  the  establishment  of  new  industries  would  have  to  be  met 
by  obtaining  new  sources  of  supply.  A  parliamentary  bill  was  promoted 
in  1947  in  an  endeavour  to  obtain  the  necessary  powers  to  construct 
a  new  impounding  reservoir.  This  proved  unsuccessful  owing  to  the 
fact  that  objections  were  raised  on  the  grounds  that  the  proposed  scheme 
did  not  take  into  account  the  potential  needs  of  the  entire  County  of 
Northumberland.  As  a  temporary  measure,  considerable  quantities 
of  water  are  now  being  obtained  from  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead 
Water  Company  in  order  to  augment  the  Corporation  supply. 

During  the  year  under  review,  51  samples  of  water  obtained  from 
the  system  of  the  Corporation  water  undertaking  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Of  that  number,  37  related  to  samples 
obtained  from  reservoirs,  distributing  houses,  springs,  etc.,  the  remaining 
14  samples  were  from  piped  domestic  supplies.  Three  of  the  latter, 
all  satisfactory,  were  obtained  from  dwelling  houses  in  an  adjacent  area 
to  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth.  Eleven  related  to  piped  supplies 
within  the  County  Borough  itself.  Five  of  these  proved  to  be  unsatis¬ 
factory.  These  unsatisfactory  samples  were  all  obtained  from  piped 
supplies  originating  from  an  uncovered  reservoir  and  arose  from  the 
difficulty  involved  in  achieving  effective  chlorination.  The  defect  was 
ultimately  remedied. 

13  samples  of  water  were  subject  to  chemical  analysis,  of  these,  8 
related  to  samples  obtained  from  points  in  the  water  undertaking  outside 
the  County  Borough,  the  remaining  five  were  from  domestic  piped 
supplies.  In  all  cases,  the  findings,  including  that  relating  to  plumbo 
solvency,  were  satisfactory.

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  Sanitary  Inspection 
of  the  Borough  during  the  year  1948,  and  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity 
of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and 
to  all  colleagues  for  their  helpful  co-operation  and  interest  shown  during 
the  year’s  work. 

The  abatement  of  nuisances  and  repairs  to  property  has  continued 
to  be  limited,  due  to  priority  of  labour  and  materials  being  diverted  to 
the  erection  of  new  dwellings.  The  higher  cost  of  repairs  has  been 
reflected  in  the  reluctance  of  owners  to  carry  out  such  work  voluntarily, 
and  has  resulted  in  an  increased  number  of  complaints  being  received 
in  the  Department.  It  is  anticipated,  however,  that,  as  conditions 
improve,  the  considerable  arrears  of  war-time  repairs  will  be  reduced.

MEANS  OF  ESCAPE  IN  CASE  OF  FIRE. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  34(1)  factories  of  certain  categories 
are  now  required  to  be  certified  by  the  Council  as  having  adequate  means 
of  escape  in  case  of  fire.  7  certificates  were  approved  during  the  year. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  were  47  premises  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year,  all 
of  which  were  inspected  regularly.  It  was  not  nece.ssary  to  serve  any 
notices  during  tlie  year.

Borough. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

During  the  year,  1,204  visits  were  made  to  569  premises  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  rat  infestations  ;  business  premises  with  a  high 
risk  of  infestation  receiving  special  attention.  5  notices  were  served 
with  successful  results  in  certain  difficult  cases.  The  remedying  of 
drainage  and  structural  defects,  together  with  the  use  of  traps,  poison 
baits,  etc.,  resulted  in  the  majority  of  the  premises  being  cleared.  All 
work  was  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  with  the  help  of  two 
trained  operators  from  the  Borough  Surveyor's  Department. 

The  Sixth  Maintenance  Treatment  of  the  sewers  was  also  carried 
out  between  the  6th  July  and  the  14th  August;  1948.  This  consisted 
of  two  days  pre-bait,  one  day  poison  bait,  and  a  fourth  day  visit  to 
ascertain  the  amount  of  bait  consumed.  The  estimated  kill  for  this 
treatment,  when  2,442  manholes  were  baited,  was  : — 

Sixth  Maintenance  Treatment  ...  ...  ...  3,612  rats. 

This  is  a  decrease  of  1,465  in  the  calculated  kill.  The  Seventh 
Maintenance  Treatment  is  arranged  to  commence  early  in  the  new  year. 

Two  Block  Control  treatments  to  Fish  Quay  premises  were  carried 
out  during  the  year,  and  resulted  in  a  calculated  kill  of  826  rats. 

During  the  year,  privately  owned  and  Corporation  properties, 
including  tips,  were  treated  by  the  Corporation,  whilst  certain  privately 
owned  works  and  other  premises  carried  out  treatment  either  by  direct 
labour  or  by  servicing  firms,  resulting  in  a  calculated  kill  of  3,090  rats. 

Farms  and  small  holdings  are  supervised  by  the  Northumberland 
County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee,  and  these  have  also  received 

attention.

A  revision  of  the  position  with  regard  to  the  state  of  overcrowding 
in  the  Borough  was  undertaken  during  1948. 

The  over-all  percentage  of  overcrowded  properties  is  now  shown 
to  be  6.31%  as  compared  with  9.53%  in  1947,  and  4.76%  in  1939.

Wiiilst  the  degree  of  overcrowding  in  Corporation  properties  appears 
to  be  high,  it  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  standard  recognised  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  Corporation  Properties  is  higher  than  that  used 
for  the  assessment  of  overcrowding  in  privately-owned  properties,  any 
sleeping  accommodation  likely  to  be  provided  in  the  living  room  in  the 
former  being  excluded  from  the  appropriate  standard.

As  will  be  seen  from  the  General  Summary  (Table  “E”)  above, 
there  is  a  total  of  1,205  properties  overcrowded  in  the  Borough  at  the 
present  time,  as  against  the  figure  of  1,698  presented  in  my  last  report. 
This  shows  a  decrease  of  493  overcrowded  dwellings,  the  actual  abatement 
having  been  mainly  in  respect  of  overcrowding  in  the  smaller  groups,  as 
a  result  of  their  re-housing  having  been  achieved  in  new  houses  erected 
on  Corporation  Housing  Estates.  I  would  point  out,  however,  that 
there  is  little  difference  in  the  position  with  regard  to  the  larger  groups, 
as  the  types  of  houses  available  up  to  the  present  have  in  no  way  been 
suitable  for  the  alleviation  of  their  overcrowding. 

Of  the  total  number  of  properties  shown  to  be  overcrowded,  264 
are  occupied  by  two  or  more  families.  Bearing  in  mind  the  Council  s 
present  commitments  with  regard  to  the  erection  of  new  houses,  satis¬ 
factory  arrangements  could  be  made  to  accommodate  one  or  other  of 
these  families,  together  with  those  families  in  the  smaller  of  the  three 
groups  shown  above,  by  means  of  the  interchange  system  adopted  with 
success  in  past  years. 

In  order  to  attempt  an  assessment  of  the  requirements  of  the  larger 
overcrowded  families,  I  have  deducted  the  264  properties  from  the 
general  summary,  on  the  assumption  that  these  cases  will  be  dealt  with 
under  the  Council's  ‘‘points"  scheme,  and  without  any  specific  new 
building.  An  analysis  of  the  remaining  941  overcrowded  _  separately 
occupied  properties  shows  the  following  degree  of  overcrowding  :

Families. 
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A  similar  analysis  made  in  1947  showed  that  there  were  293  'large” 
families  overcrowded.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the  position  in 
regard  to  these  families  does  not  show  any  marked  degree  of  alleviation, 
and  unless  there  is  specific  building,  the  overcrowding  position,  particu¬ 
larly  in  relation  to  such  groups,  will  tend  to  deteriorate  with  the  passage 
of  time. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK  SUPPLIES. 

There  were  9  Cowkeepers  with  17  cowsheds  housing  180  cows  on 
the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  3^ear,  3  of  whom  are  Licensed  producers 
of  “Accredited”  Milk,  and  1  Licensed  producer  of  “Tuberculin  Tested” 
Milk. 

During  the  year,  Veterinar}^  Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  and  Fisheries  examined  the  herds  of  1  Tuberculin  Tested  Producer 
on  three  occasions,  1  “Accredited”  Producer  on  two  occasions  and  2 
“Accredited”  Producers  on  single  occa.sions. 

68  visits  were  made  to  cowsheds  and  241  visits  were  made  to  dairies, 
milk  shops,  etc.,  and  all  infringements  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and 
Orders  were  dealt  with  satisfactorily.  One  prosecution  was  instituted 
for  an  offence  under  Section  31(2)  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  1926. 
The  retail  dairyman  and  his  two  assistants  being  fined  the  sum  of  £2 
and  ;^T  each  respectively,  for  the  filling  of  bottles  in  the  street. 

Consignments  of  milk  coming  into  the  Borough  by  road  or  rail 
and  the  conditions  of  the  empty  churns  returned  received  attention. 
Tlie  keeping  qualities  of  milk  from  certain  outside  sources  has  seriously 
deteriorated  due  to  difficulties  both  in  production  and  transport.

MILK  SAMPLES  FOR  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION. 

During  the  year  57  samples  of  Milk  were  taken  for  examination 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Newcastle,  and 
Ponteland.  Of  the  total  samples  taken  33  were  from  sources  within 
the  Borough  and  24  from  outside.  In  addition  4  samples  of  Pasteurised 
Milk  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  the  Phosphatase  Test. 

Of  the  above,  41  samples  were  examined  for  Tubercle  Bacilli,  one 
of  which  gave  positive  results.  Appropriate  action  was  taken  under 
the  Tuberculosis  Orders  1925/1938  in  this  case.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  ICE-CREAM. 

Provisional  standards  were  suggested  in  March  1948  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  At  the  moment,  however,  whilst  these  standards  have  not 
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been  legally  adopted,  they  do  furnish  valuable  information  as  to  the 
relative  purity  of  this  commodity. 

Ail  saiTiples  are  subjected  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  similar  to 
that  applied  to  Milk  samples.  It  is  suggested  by  the  Ministry  that 
over  any  six  month  period  50%  of  a  vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into 
Grade  1  ;  80%  into  Grades  1  or  2  ;  and  not  more  than  20%  into  Grade 
3  ;  and  none  at  all  in  Grade  4.

It  is  to  be  expected  that  certain  unsatisfactory  samples  will  be 
obtained  until  such  time  as  manufacturers  receive  the  full  equipment 
necessary  to  produce  Ice-Cream  which  will  comply  with  the  higher 
standards  now  required,  or  until  they  become  more  conversant  v/ith  the 
use  of  their  existing  equipment.

Regulations  made  under  the  Acts  are  in  force,  and  no  persons  are 
permitted  to  use  premises  for  the  preparation  of  food  unless  they  are 
registered  by  the  Local  Authority,  who  have  power  to  refuse  registration 
if,  in  their  opinion,  the  premises  are  unsatisfactor}^ 

There  were  103  persons  in  the  Borough  registered  as  occupiers  of 
premises  in  which  Ice-Cream  is  sold  or  manufactured.  112  persons 
are  registered  as  owners  or  occupiers  of  premises  in  which  Preserved 
Meat,  Fish  Cakes,  or  other  foods  are  prepared.  These  figures  do  not 
include  premises  used  for  the  business  of  Fish  and  Potato  Frying. 

470  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  supervise  and  emphasise 
the  need  for  cleanliness  in  the  handling  of  food.  No  serious  negligence 
was  discovered.

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AMD  OTHER  FOODS. 

Slaughterhouses. 

There  now  remain  14  private  slaughterhouses,  whicJi  are  subject  to 
annual  Licence.  Since  the  operation  of  the  Livestock  (Restrictions  on 
Slaughtering)  Order  1940,  all  slaughtering  is  now  centralised  at  Whitley 
Bay  under  Government  Control,  and  deliveries  of  meat  are  made  direct 
to  the  butchers’  shops. 

36  cases  of  special  slaughter  of  pigs  for  home  consumption  were 
authorised  under  a  Licence  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  and  the  carcases 
and  organs  were  inspected. 

Inspection  of  Meat. 

173  visits  were  made  to  butchers’  shops.  There  are  no  open  stalls 
used  for  the  sale  of  meat. 

SWINE  FEVER. 

Six  cases  of  suspected  Swine  Fever  were  reported  to  the  Ministry 
The  outbreaks 'were  confirmed  by  the  Veterinary  Inspectors,  and  resulted 
in  the  slaughter  and  destruction  of  33  pigs. 

WHALEMEAT. 

Landings  of  Whalemeat  during  the  season  show  an  increase  upon 
that  of  last  year,  as  follows  : —

SWIMMING  BATHS. 

There  are  two  open-air  swimming  pools  in  the  Borough. 

(1)  Tynemouth  Bathing  Pool The  sea  water  is  subject  to  continuous 

filtration  and  chlorination  treatment.  2  samples  taken  for 
Bacteriological  examination  were  found  satisfactory. 

(2)  Hawkey’s  Lane  Swimming  Baths  : — Previously  a  salt  water  bath, 

a  change  to  fresh  water  was  made  at  the  beginning  of  the  1947 
season.  The  water  is  subject  to  chlorination  by  the  addition 
of  a  chlorinating  agent.  5  samples  were  taken  during  the  year 
four  of  which  proved  unsatisfactory,  and  until  the  installation 
of  a  continuous  filtration  and  chlorination  plant,  no  improve¬ 
ment  is  to  be  expected.
